information be supplemented with the number of rings sold in each time period. I have 
provided this information below to further demonstrate the commercial success achieved in 
the marketplace due to the claimed invention.

6. My sales numbers have continued to increase — in spite of the fact that 
several third parties are now copying the claimed invention and selling finger rings at a 
discount of at least 20 to 30 percent compared to my rings as noted in the table above. In my 
opinion, consumers and/or jewelry retailers recognize that the claimed invention exists due to 
my inventive efforts and my quality jewelry rings that meet the features claimed in the 
pending application. In fact, the claimed jewelry rings are the first to have met with this 
resounding success in spite of the long-felt need and in spite of the well over three (3) 
decades that have passed since a watch case including a portion made of tungsten carbide 
was first disclosed in U.S. Patent No. 3,242,664 to Lederrey.
